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BRIDGEND 
BUS CUTS: 

‘This will 
isolate local 
residents and 
kill the town’ 


MORE than 50 
residents attended 
a public meeting on 
February 3 to 
discuss the 
proposed cut by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) of a 
£188,000 subsidy 
for nine bus routes, 
and the message 
was simple: if the 
cuts go ahead, 
people will be 
isolated and it will 
kill the town 
centre. 

The routes under 
threat are: 

• No 51 - Bridgend 
to Oaklands Road 
(Easyway) 

• No 803 - 

Danygraig to Porthcawl 
(Easyway) 

• No 61 - Nottage to 
Porthcawl (Peyton 
Travel) 

• No 81 - Bridgend 
to Pen-y-Eai via Brackla 
and Coity (Easyway) 

• No 68/69 - 
Bridgend to Cefn Glas 
(Eirst Cymru) 

• No 52 - Bridgend 
to Broadlands 
(Easyway) 

• No 63B - Bridgend 
to Porthcawl (Eirst 
Cymru) 

• No 62 - Bridgend 
to Pencoed (Eirst 
Cymru) 

• No 73 - Pyle to 
Eforddygyfraith 
(Easyway) 

Some of the routes 
affected pass through 
the constituency of 
Carwyn Jones AM, the 
Eirst Minister. 

Six councillors - 
David White (BCBC 
Newcastle), Carolyn 
Webster (BCBC 
Newcastle), Paul 
Warren (Newcastle 


Bridgend Town 
Council), Richard 
Young (BCBC Pendre), 
Charles Smith (BCBC 
Llangewydd and 
Brynhyfryd), Jon-Paul 
Blundell (BCBC Cefn 
Clas) were present at 
the Westward 
Community Centre in 
Newcastle to listen to, 
and answer, residents’ 
concerns in what was a 
spirited and good- 
natured meeting. 

One male resident, 
who stated he uses the 
buses four or five days a 
week, said; “Buses are a 
service. Take away the 
service, and you take 
away the town.” 

He continued, saying: 
“This is a service BCBC 
must pay for. It is 
essential,” which 
garnered him a round of 
applause. 

A female resident 
said that although she 
was mobile enough to 
walk into town from 
Newcastle, older, less 
physically-fit people 
would be “trapped in 
their own homes”. 

“They will be 
isolated,” she said. “The 
bus is their lifeline, and 
if their lifeline is 
removed, they will 
spend more time alone 
in their homes, using 
more electricity and gas, 
possibly worrying that 
they will use too much 
and have too high a bill 
to pay.” 

She continued, saying 
that BCBC would have 
an even bigger bill to 
pay if it had greater 
numbers of older, or 
infirm, residents “forced 
to stay at home”. 

Cllr Young said: 
“[cutting bus subsidies 
and therefore bus 
services] is not the 
council’s wish. 

“BCBC has a certain 


amount of money, and it 
needs to prioritise how 
and where it spends it. 

If the £188,000 is not 
cut from the bus 
subsidies - and the 
council has, anyway, no 
statutory duty to provide 
bus services - then it 
will need to make cuts 
elsewhere.” 

He said that BCBC 
was being “forced into 
making cuts” and asked 
the audience to “...help 
BCBC decide where to 
make cuts”. 

All the councillors 
urged people to 
complete the 15-page 
consultation document*, 
which is available on 
the BCBC website.

Teacher ‘walks all over cancer’ 


Paul Riley from Bridgend. 


A PE teacher from 
Bridgend, who is 
having treatment 
for a rare cancerous 
growth in his belly 
button, is 

supporting Cancer 
Research UK’s 

latest fundraising 
campaign. Walk All 
Over Cancer. 

Paul Riley, who 
teaches at Llantwit Major 
School, is inviting men 
and women in Wales to 
sign up and get 
sponsored to walk 10,000 
steps every day in March 
to support the charity’s 
research. 

The father-of-one was 
initially diagnosed with 
oesophageal and stomach 
cancer in 2015 at the age 
of 47. 

Paul said: “I went to 
the doctors with 
indigestion. I’d also lost 
weight, which I assumed 
was due to a change in 
my diet. 

“When I was 

diagnosed, it came as a 
great shock. 

“My family and 
friends were in a state of 
disbelief as I was 
regarded as the ‘healthy 
one’, who went to the 
gym every day and ate 
well. 

“One of my 

motivations is to raise 
awareness, especially 
among men who are 
traditionally unwilling to 


go to the doctors. I have 
friends who have ignored 
symptoms and are 
reluctant to see their CP 
as they don’t want to 
waste people’s time. 

“I would encourage 
anyone with any unusual 
symptoms to go and see 
their CP, as being 
diagnosed early is so 
important.” 

Paul was treated with 
surgery to remove a large 
part of his stomach 
before having six 
sessions of 

chemotherapy. 

After being clear from 
cancer for almost two 
years, Paul recently 
returned from a 
Christmas break in 
Australia to be told that 
his cancer had returned. 

He said: “The cancer 
has returned in my belly 
button which I’ve been 
told is incredibly rare. 

“I knew something 
wasn’t right as I felt 
really tired. I’d lost 
weight and had this 
really strange growth in 
my belly button. I was 
devastated when I was 
told it had come back. 

“I’m waiting for 
biopsy results and I’ll be 
starting radiotherapy 
soon which will 
hopefully get rid of it for 
good. Cancer may be the 
ultimate test of you 
physically, but it also 
affects you mentally. I’d 
like to think I’m coping, 
but there have been some 


dark times when it’s been 
really hard. 

“But thanks to 
research. I’m still here 
and will continue to fight 
this disease. 

“That’s why I’m 
encouraging everyone in 
Wales to put on their 
walking shoes and join 
the Walk All Over 
Cancer challenge this 
March.”

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AM seeks zero-hour 
contract assurances 


SUZY Davies wants to see 
workers employed on zero 
hours contracts at Bridgend 
County Borough Council and 
elsewhere given the 
opportunity to transfer to 
more permanent 

arrangements. 

The South Wales West AM told 
Welsh First Minister Carwyn Jones 
that the National Assembly had 
recently passed legislation allowing 
care workers who’ve been on zero 
hour contracts for more than three 
months to transfer to minimum hours 
contracts, if they choose to do so. 

Ms Davies said: “A year ago or so, I 
would say, BCBC had 344 members of 
staff all on zero hour contracts, 
although, of course, not all care 


workers. 

“Are you considering extending the 
offer that’s being extended to care 
workers to non-care workers as well, 
when it comes from to transferring 
from zero hour contracts to more 
permanent arrangements?” 

Mr Jones said these are things that 
the Government continues to consider. 
He told Ms Davies: “Fair work is 
important to us, which is why a fair 
work board has been convened and is 
exploring how we can further leverage 
fair work outcomes from public 
spending and procurement practice in 
Wales. 

“The fair work board does view fair 
and decent wages and a guaranteed 
hourly income as necessary to ensure 
greater financial security to individuals 
and to enable them to access goods and 
services.”

Alongside raising funds for vital 
research, taking part in Walk All Over 
Cancer comes with many health 
benefits. Being more active can help 
people maintain a healthy weight, 
which can have a big impact on the 
risk of 13 different types of cancer. 

Walking 10,000 steps at a brisk 
pace could bum roughly 500 calories 
- ‘the same as five slices of pizza 
Margherita’. 

Ruth Amies, Cancer Research UK’s 
spokesperson for Wales, said: “We’d 
love to see everyone in Wales sign up 
now and get ready to take part in 
March. Participants can take part on 
their own or with friends, family and 
colleagues. 

“10,000 steps per day can seem like 
quite a challenge for many people. 
Some of us spend our lives 
transferring from seat to seat - 
whether that’s driving to work, sitting 


at a desk or enjoying a box set on the 
sofa. But adopting small lifestyle 
changes like taking the stairs or going 
for a stroll at lunchtime, can quickly 
up the step count. 

“It’s easy to keep track of steps 
taken each day with many smartphone 
health apps, pedometers or wearable 
activity trackers. 

She continued: “Every day, around 
52 people are diagnosed with cancer 
in Wales. Cancer survival in the UK 
has doubled since the early 1970s and 
Cancer Research UK’s work has been 
at the heart of that progress. 

“Taking part in the campaign is a 
great way for local people to support a 
great cause. Every stride taken, and 
every donation made, will help fund 
Cancer Research UK’s research to 
find ways to save more lives.”

loved her. 

A total of five letters 
were sent; none were 
abusive or threatening.

Judge Jeremy Jenkins 
told him: “You knew 
when you put pen to 
paper you should have 
not have done that.” 

He pointed out the 
restraining order 
remained in force.

Old Pilot’s lookout 
tower hits search 
and rescue milestone 


THE lively beach, 
fishing scene and 
high tidal ranges at 
Porthcawl provide 
a challenging set of 
circumstances for 
emergency and 
rescue teams. 

Thanks to a National 
Lottery grant, 
Porthcawl’s Old Pilot’s 
Lookout Tower has 
been given a new lease 
of life and with a team 
of dedicated volunteers 
taking their place in the 
Pilot’s Lookout, sailors, 
fishermen and 
swimmers can now rest 
assured that there’s a 
watchful eye protecting 
the shore. 

Completely restored, 
the tower has new 
windows, doors, roofing 
and the external 
staircase has also been 
replaced. Inside, it is 
equipped with the latest 
onshore and offshore 
technology, designed to 
monitor the coastline 
and ensure the safety of 
its users. 

Its supporters now 
have another reason for 
celebrating as it has 
recently been 
announced that it is to 
be given Declared 
Facility Status (DFS), 
meaning it will 
officially become part 



of the Search and 
Rescue organisations 
registered at the Coast 
Rescue Coordination 
Centre at Milford 
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Haven. 

Phil Styles, station 
manager at Porthcawl, 
believes the secret of 
their success is the 
enthusiasm of their 
volunteers. 

He said: “When we 
managed to bring the 
Lookout Tower back 
into use, we made an 
appeal for volunteers to 
help us, expecting 
maybe one or two. We 
now have a crew of 43 
performing a crucial 
role providing a lookout 
along the coastline 
every day throughout 
the year. We are also 
officially part of the 
National Coastwatch 
Institution - a charity 
made up of volunteers 
with 50 stations around 
the coastline of Wales 
and England. 

“We are also actively 
building up working 
relationships with local 
coastguard teams as 
well as having great 
support from our next 
door neighbours RNLI 
Porthcawl, who have 
been carrying out joint 
training exercises with 
us. 

“Next year, we are 
looking at how we can 
link with the RNLI 
lifeguard teams at 
Trecco Bay, Coney 
beach. Rest Bay and 
Ogmore to see how we 
can continue to make 
the Porthcawl coastline 
a safer place for all.” 

Originally built 
around 150 years ago, 
the Grade II listed tower 
went on to play an 
important role during 
both the first and 
second World Wars. 

But sadly, since 
falling victim to 
extreme coastal weather 
conditions and rough 
tides, it stood until a 
few years ago in a state 
of disrepair, meaning 
that Porthcawl was left 


without this life-saving 
coast watch service. 

Bridgend Assembly 
Member Carwyn Jones 
welcomed this latest 
announcement. He 
said; “It is great news 
that the Porthcawl 
watch station has been 
awarded Declared 
Facility Status. 

“The many 

volunteers who give up 
their time to help spot 
potential dangers, do a 
tremendous job and are 
certainly a welcome 
presence for people who 
visit and use our 
coastline for business 
and pleasure. 

“It is fantastic to see 
the Lookout Tower 
restored to its former 
glory thanks to funding 
from the Heritage 
Lottery together with 
contributions from 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), Cadw and the 
NCI through the 
Porthcawl Townscape 
Heritage Initiative, and 
being used to play an 
important role in coastal 
safety. 

“I have had the 
opportunity to visit the 
Lookout Tower on 
various occasions and 
have spoken to some of 
the volunteers who keep 
a close watch along our 
coastline. I would like 
to thank them for their 
efforts.” 

Head of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund in Wales, 
Richard Bellamy, 
added: “Thanks to 
National Lottery 
players, our investment 
in the Lookout Tower at 
Porthcawl has ensured 
that, not only has an 
important part of our 
architectural heritage 
been brought back to 
life, but that it continues 
to serve a very practical 
purpose over 150 years 
after first being built.”

His work providing 
health workers at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital with crime 
prevention advice was 
also commended.

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COUNCIL CELEBRATES GREAT 
CHRISTMAS RECYCLING, BUT WILL 
NOW FOCUS ON LANDFILL BAGS 


THE recycling teams at Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) are 
celebrating a massive 68 per cent rise in 
recycling over the Christmas period. 

However, they have announced their intention 
to start tackling residents who, for whatever 
reason, are taking little notice of the recycling 
rules, and who are still putting out too many 
landfill bags. 

The amount of cardboard, plastics, paper, food 
waste and other recyclable materials picked up 
from kerbsides over the two weeks between 
December 25 2017 and January?, 2018 totalled a 
hefty 1,138 tonnes - up from 676 tonnes the 
previous year. 

During the same fortnight, the amount of refuse 
ending up in landfill dropped 29 per cent from 990 
tonnes to 704 tonnes. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, BCBCs Deputy Leader, 
said: “Christmas is always the busiest time of year 
for recycling and refuse collections, and now that 
the stats are in we are extremely pleased to see 
such a huge increase in recycling. 


“We all accumulate a lot more waste over the 
festive period, but this once again goes to show 
that a large portion of that is recyclable, such as 
the majority of gift packaging, and of course of all 
your food waste. 

“I’d like to thank all county borough residents 
for their support - it is much appreciated.” 

However, county borough residents who "have 
yet to fully embrace recycling" will be put on 
notice that if they carry on as at present, they 
could eventually face fines. 

A BCBC spokesman explained: "The council 
has pinpointed some homes that aren’t doing their 
bit, and are instead regularly putting out bundles 
of bin bags. 

“From next week, those homes will be written 
to with reminders of the new arrangements, which 
include a limit of two bin bags per fortnight for 
most households. 

“The council’s recycling contractors Kier will 
also start to place stickers on any extra bin bags 
that homes leave out above their fortnightly waste 
limits. 

“Anyone in this situation will need to take their 


Taster progress’ needed on 
contaminated blood inquiry 


MADELEINE MOON is calling for faster 
progress from the Government in setting 
up an inquiry into the contaminated blood 
scandal of the 1970s and 1980s. 

The Bridgend MP said an inquiry was requested 
last July, and a promise was made about the 
appointment of a judge to conduct the inquiry in 
December, but MPs are still waiting. 

Mrs Moon asked Cabinet Office Secretary Chloe 
Smith if her use of the word “shortly” meant an 


announcement would be made before the end of 
February. 

Ms Smith said she expects to be able to return 
promptly to the House with the update that the 
House had rightly requested and that MPs’ 
constituents and the victims of the blood scandal 
require. 

She told Mrs Moon: “We are working hard and 
fast so that victims come first and can be served by 
a judge as quickly as possible.”

recyclable materials, and either put their waste 
back out for their next collection or take it to their 
nearest community recycling centre. 

“As a very last resort, persistent offenders will 
be issued with a fine of up to £100.” 

Cllr Hywel Williams said: “Our recycling rate 
between July and September 2017 reached an 
impressive 74 per cent, which was a huge increase 
on the 57 per cent we recorded for the same 
period in 2016. This was only possible because of 
the new collection arrangements that were 
introduced in June. 

“Before our new scheme was introduced there 
was understandably a lot of trepidation about the 
waste limits, and I’d like to thank the thousands of 
residents who have embraced the new scheme 
wholeheartedly and are giving more consideration 
than ever to what materials can be recycled. 

“It is clear that despite a difficult introduction, 
the new collections have provided a massive boost 
to recycling, and are well on their way to 
achieving what we wanted. 

“Now that everyone has had time to get used to 
the new arrangements, we want to work with 
those homes that aren’t recycling as much as they 
could to find out what their issues are. 

“We’ll be phasing in the enforcement gradually 
across all parts of the county borough.” 

Cllr Williams added: “It’s surprising just how 
achievable it is to cut down on your bin bag waste 


when you consider that it is possible to recycle a 
vast number of materials including cardboard, 
drinks cartons and tetra packs, newspapers and 
magazines, junk mail and envelopes, plastic 
bottles and food containers, foil trays, food tins 
and cans, glass bottles and jars, food waste and 
much more. 

“It’s even possible to recycle textiles, shoes, 
batteries, mobile phones, spectacles and small 
electrical items such as toasters, kettles, irons, 
hairdryers from the kerbside. Check the website 
below to see details on this. 

“Our new Absorbent Hygiene Products purple 
bag collection has also proven popular, with 
around 8,000 households signing up for the 
fortnightly service which enables nappies and 
AHP waste to be recycled. 

“I appreciate it takes time and effort to recycle, 
but TV programmes such as Blue Planet II have 
once again highlighted the importance of recycling 
by showing the devastating impact that people 
across the world are having on the environment by 
not disposing of their waste responsibly. 

“It’s important for everyone to do their bit, no 
matter how small it may seem at the time in the 
grand scale of things.”

health issues. 

Cerys Knighton (23), 
who suffers from bipolar 
disorder, is exhibiting at 
Insole Court in Cardiff 
until Eebruary 16. 

Cerys has sometimes 
experienced depressive 
periods lasting for up to 
a year. 

“I think the ongoing 
nature of episodes is 
something that people 
are often surprised to 
hear, because the term 
bipolar has become 
attached to ideas of 
quick and erratic mood 
changes. 

“One of my aims with 
my art is to raise 
awareness of the reality 
of the illness. 

“I try to do so by 
depicting different 
symptoms, particularly 
those that people are 
often less familiar with, 
such as hallucinations, 
dissociation, sensory 
overload and cognitive 
dysfunction.” 

In a sense art has 
become Cerys’s saviour. 
She becomes absorbed 
in creating pieces using 
the ‘pointillism’ method 
- making an image out 
of thousands of 
individual dots. 

“It is the biggest help 
for me in the day to day 
management of this 
mental illness. 

“The pieces can take 
hours and hours because 
of all the individual dots, 
so even if I’m in a bad 
way and I’m not entirely

secure m my own sense 
of reality, in that time I 
can become completely 
absorbed in drawing. 

“I feel a sense of 
achievement because of 
all of the work that goes 
into each piece. 

“In terms of my work, 
my preferred medium is 
pen and ink, so I create 
the art pieces using just 
ink dots. 

“On top of that, art 
has become a means of 
communication. 

“Even this time last 
year I struggled so much 
to talk openly about 
ways in which I was 
struggling - to a point 
where even many of my 
closest friends didn’t 
know I was unwell in 
any way. 

“While I struggled to 
vocalise these things, I 
found a means of self- 
expression through art in 
which I could 
communicate these 
emotional states to 
myself. 

“Now I can also share 
them with others, and I 
hope visiting the 
exhibition will help 
people understand 
aspects of manic- 
depressive illness.” 

Cerys paid tribute to 
the organisation 

‘Making Minds’ which 
boosted her confidence. 

“I am very fortunate 
to have been supported 
by Making Minds, a 


voluntary organisation 
that explores mental 
health through the arts 
and creativity. 

“Making Minds has 
helped me on a personal 
level with my 
confidence, and also 
created the opportunity 
for me to hold my debut 
exhibition. 

“I would love to hold 
a display in Porthcawl or 
Bridgend, that would be 
fantastic. 

“I hope to be able to 
exhibit my work as 
much as possible to keep 
raising awareness, but 
having an exhibition 
close to home would be 
particularly great.” 

Cerys has just 
completed a master’s 
degree at Cardiff 
University in which she 
focused her research on 
the field of medical 
humanities. 

She would like to 
become a professional 
artist, but be able to 
combine it with 

undertaking further 
research.

‘Shared pedestrian-cyclist route’ announced 


WORK is underway to make 
Bridgend town centre more cycle- 
friendly. 

The national cycle route NCN 885, 
which runs from Sarn to Bridgend, is 
being extended along Brewery Lane to 
Angel Street so that it joins the route that 
connects to Newbridge Fields, 
Broadlands, Cefn Glas and Laleston. 

Cyclists will be able to ride into the 
town centre along Brewery Lane, next to 
the Embassy car park and Bargain Booze, 


where the footway will be widened and 
new signage added. 

Higher railings will be installed along 
the Dunraven Place footbridge to make 
the route suitable for cyclists as well as 
pedestrians. 

On Angel Street, the loading bay in 
front of the Civic Offices will become a 
disabled parking bay, with the current on¬ 
street disabled parking bays being 
removed to help improve the traffic flow 
along the street, particularly for 
emergency service vehicles. 


To help create the off-street disabled 
parking bay, the flag poles in front of the 
Civic Offices will be moved to the Park 
Street end of the building. 

The riverside footway along Angel 
Street will also be widened and the 
railings by the Water Street Bridge will be 
raised so that they are safe to cycle next 
to, while the pelican crossing at the 
junction of Water Street and Angel Street 
will be converted to a toucan crossing 
suitable for cyclists. 

Signage will be installed along the 


entire route to highlight the fact it will be 
shared by both pedestrians and cyclists, 
and signs will also direct cyclists to the 
bike racks that are available as part of the 
Rhiw development. 

The work started on site on Monday, 
February 5,and is expected to be complete 
by the end of March. 

The council has appointed Centregreat 
Ltd as the contractors for the work.

However, one female resident said 
that, in some cases, the very people 
who might be most affected by the 
proposed cuts are also ones that might 
not have access to the internet, the so- 
called “digitally excluded”. 

Cllr Webster, who was backed up 
by the other councillors, suggested 
residents should tell their neighbours 
about the consultation, and ask their 
councillors to deliver printed copies 
of the document, and be clear and 
frank about the evidence submitted of 
why they feel they will be harmed by 
any cuts to the service. 

Cllr Smith said, in terms of 
BCBC’s overall annual budget - he 
suggested an annual figure of nearly 
one-third of a billion pounds - that 
“...£188,000 is a small amount of the 
total budget.” 

Echoing Cllr Webster’s suggestion, 
he said: “Fill in the forms as fully as 
you can. Evidence from you, the 
public, might just win this.” 

He added that, however, any 
victory might be short-lived. 

“We don’t know what effect the 
South Wales Metro [part of the City 
Deal] may or may not have on 
transport services here.” 

The suggestion was made that 
residents could use Bridgend 
Community Transport, which was 
described by Clh* Smith as “under¬ 
utilised”. 

This, however, was met with 
derision by a number of residents 
who use it. 

One woman said that she books it 
for hospital trips from her home in 
Newcastle to The Princess of Wales 
Hospital, and stated: “It’s a joke. It 
takes up to 214 hours to get there.” 

It was a public discussion, and no 
decisions were going to be made. 

That will happen at the end of the 
consultation period, which is March 
26,2018. 


Although the cross-party meeting 
was set up in Bridgend, at the time of 
going to press, similar has not 
happened in Porthcawl and other 
locations to be affected. 

On Facebook, Jonathan Pratt in 
Porthcawl called on borough 
councilors there to arrange a similar 
meeting for residents. 

Cllr Norah Clarke (Nottage), 
responded through the same social 
medium saying: “We are in a 
consultation period and it is sensible 
to find out first how the 
rationalisation of bus services will 
affect our residents by obtaining the 
facts and options that are open for 
discussion. 

“When we have the facts then we 
will be arranging appropriate 
meetings for residents. 

“It’s no good asking and holding 
meetings until we obtain the full facts 
on what is being proposed.” 

One resident said: “The facts are 
clear from the proposal: nine bus 
routes are to be cut.”

PHANTOM THREAD IS A FILM 
THAT IS WORTH UNPICKING... 


P eople in the 
public eye 
rarely stay 
retired for long, the 
lure of the attention 
and the need to 
work being chief 
among their 
reasons to turn 
their back on the 
quiet life. 

However, having 
already semi-retired 
once in 1997, Daniel 
Day-Lewis has 
announced his retirement 
from acting with one 
more performance, in 
Phantom Thread, before 
the end of his career. 

Re-teaming with his 
There Will Be Blood 
director Paul Thomas 
Anderson, Day-Lewis 
plays Reynolds 
Woodcock, a renowned 
dress maker in 1950s 
London, who, with his 
sister Cyril (Lesley 
Manville) are the 
designers to be seen in. 

When he meets 
waitress Alma (Vicky 
Krieps), he finds his 
carefully arranged life 


becoming more 
untangled and Reynold’s 
sense of control soon 
starts to slip... 

The retirement of 
Daniel Day-Lewis could 
have cast something of a 
shadow over Phantom 
Thread, viewings of the 
film coming through the 
prism of seeing one of 
the great actors essaying 
a character for the final 
time. 

However, Paul 
Thomas Anderson's 
captivating, hypnotic 
film is so wonderfully 
executed that Day- 
Lewis’ turn is just one of 
many highlights in a 
piece of work that 
lingers long after 
viewing. 

There is something 
austere and clinical in 
the way Anderson 
approaches the film, 
whether it’s the 
regimented routine the 
character of Reynolds 
follows, or the white 
jackets worn by him and 
his team of dressmakers; 
every scene feels starved 
of oxygen, built 
delicately on a 
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foundation of tensions 
spoken or unspoken. 

It’s a film unlike the 
others in his 
filmography, but feels 
symbiotically linked, 
echoes of the character 
studies you find in The 
Master or There Will Be 
Blood in the way he 
tackles the character of 
Reynolds. 

There is a stiff upper 
lip on show, typical of a 
film set in 1950s Britain, 
yet it also slowly picks 
away at the surface - the 
phantom thread of the 
title literal, and 
metaphorical in a 
multitude of ways. 

We learn early on that 
Reynolds is a man with 
much on his mind and 
the meat of the film 
comes when he meets 
Alma. Where once lay 
stability and assurance, 
suddenly his life begins 
to become more 
uncertain and Anderson 
plays the relationship 
between them 
exceptionally well, the 
ebb and the flow never 
losing its sense of 
humanity or becoming 
cliche. 

The film is, in many 
ways, a two-hander, 
other characters on the 
periphery informing the 
plot (most notably Leslie 
Manville’s wonderfully 
icy turn as Reynolds’ 
sister, who could have 
easily ended up as

stereotype in less gifted 
hands) but the story 
being driven by 
Reynolds and Alma. 

As the narrative 
progresses it becomes a 
story about control, 
ceding it and grasping it, 
and it’s here where the 
two performances truly 
come into their own. 

Day-Lewis is 
mesmeric, icily assured 
and yet not without the 
tiniest chink of 
vulnerability, a 
vulnerability that Alma 
is more than capable of 
exposing. 

As Reynolds becomes 
more dependent on her, 
Day-Lewis’ performance 
subtly runs through the 
gears and there’s an 
emotional truth to his 
turn that is tremendously 
watchable. 


Opposite him, Vicky 
Krieps is absolutely 
sensational and it’s a 
travesty that having seen 
the other main 
performances receive 
Oscar nominations, she 
doesn't find herself in 
the pack for best actress. 

Unsure and nervous at 
first, she is a fly caught 
in Reynolds’ web until 
she begins to slowly take 
control of the situation 
and manipulate it to her 
own ends. 

That she never feels 
cartoonish or malevolent 
says much of Krieps’ 
performance, and for her 
to more than hold her 
own opposite Day- 
Lewis’ wondrous turn is 
a true mark of quality. 

Anderson’s ability to 
mine tension and drama 
with such little action is 
a real gift and one he 
uses here on several 
occasions. There is a 
gothic horror flavour to 
proceedings, though the 
film never strolls down 
that particular avenue, 
but there is a nagging 
sense of something 
waiting to happen that 
never does. 

It’s masterful 
direction, and the British 
setting (a first for the 
director) feels like a 
palate cleanser for him. 

There will likely be 
some who find the film 
to be too slowly-paced, 
to be perhaps a little 


overtly mysterious and 
vague about its 
intentions and where it'’s 
going to take you, but 
that’s the mark of a film 
that is capable of getting 
hold of you and not 
letting go. 

Come the end you’ll 
be left to think of your 
own resolutions, to try 
and get underneath the 
film and feel a sense of 
closure - but this is one 
Phantom Thread you’ll 
find yourself unpicking 
for a very long time. 

VERDICT-An 
exceptional film from 
Paul Thomas Anderson, 
Phantom Thread is a 
beguiling and highly 
captivating story brought 
to life brilliantly by the 
excellent cast. 

While the notion of it 
being Daniel Day-Lewis' 
final film is certainly an 
anchor, it doesn’t weigh 
it down, Vicky Krieps’ 
wonderful performance 
holding its own against 
the actor. 

Its subtleties and 
multitude of 
interpretations will stay 
with you long after the 
film has finished. 
Essential viewing.

continue work to promote that 
equality. I’d like to thank all of 
our employees and my fellow 
councillors for joining us to mark 
the centenary.”

#VotelOO campaign is asking 
women across the UK to 
celebrate their right to vote by 
posting pictures of themselves 
across social media with the T 
Vote’ poster.

Welsh farmers ‘hindered by access to 
broadband and mobile technology’ 


MORE must be 
done to stop 
farmers in Wales 
being ‘second-class 
citizens’ when it 
comes to accessing 
superfast 
broadband and 
mobile technology, 
according to NFU 
Cymru. 

The call comes after 
the findings of the 
annual NFU Broadband 
and Mobile Survey, 
which showed that two- 
thirds (67 per cent) of 
members quizzed in 
Wales said they were not 
able to access sufficient 
broadband speeds. Just 
20 per cent of those 
questioned agreed they 
could access sufficient 
speeds. 

Furthermore, only 28 
per cent of farmers 
polled in the survey said 
that they felt the mobile 
phone signal they 
received was sufficient 
for their business needs. 

NFU Cymru President 
John Davies said: “The 
results of this survey 
confirm that Welsh 
farmers are being 
hindered by access to 
superfast broadband and 


mobile technology when 
it comes to effectively 
running their businesses. 
Technological advances 
and access to improved 
communications 
platforms should be 
bringing us all closer 
together, but the 
evidence suggests that a 
divide is forming 
between rural areas and 
more urban areas. 

“Only last week, the 
UK Government had 
been celebrating that 95 
per cent of UK homes 
and businesses now have 
access to superfast 
broadband. However, 
that is of little 
consolation to those of 
us living and working in 
rural locations that make 
up the remaining 5 per 
cent. Indeed, recent 
figures suggest that 
seven of the UK’s 10 
slowest areas for 
broadband speeds are in 
Wales. 

“A great deal of on- 
farm equipment that can 
help improve 
productivity and 
efficiency is reliant on 
good broadband strength 
and is essentially 
rendered useless without 
it. We also hear from 
members that farm 


diversification projects, 
such as tourism-focused 
holiday accommodation, 
can be impacted because 
prospective visitors do 
not want to come to an 
unconnected 
countryside. 

“We know it can be 
immensely frustrating 
for Welsh farmers to 
read about the rollout of 
5G in towns and cities, 
for example, when they 
struggle to complete 
even the most simple of 
tasks, such as a phone 
call to the vet or a 
supplier, when they are 
out on farm in Wales due 
to poor signal and 
coverage. 

“When it comes to 
access to this essential 
technology those of us 
living in rural Wales are 
being treated like second 
class citizens at the 
moment and it’s simply 
not good enough.” 


Mr Davies said NFU 
Cymru has held a 
number of meetings with 
BT and Openreach to 
address the rural 
connectivity issues 
experienced by many 
farmers in Wales. 

“Farm business in 
Wales are facing up to 
the challenges and 
opportunities that will 
come about as a result of 
Brexit. Farmers will 
need digital 

communications to be on 
a par with their 
counterparts across the 
UK and the rest of the 
world if they are to 
compete in the global 
marketplace. 

“We will continue to 
put pressure on 
government and service 
providers to ensure that 
the industry is not left 
behind as a result of the 
disparity in the service 
they receive.”

Excluding certain beneficiaries in your will 
may also cause potential difficulties as they may 
have the right to make a claim against your 
estate.

Warren wins the 
mind games and 
ifs an immensely 
satisfying win for 
Wales - PHILIP 
IRWIN reflects on 
a result that 
surprised the 
pundits. 

or me, the 
most 

impressive 10 
minutes of Wales’ 
win over Scotland 
didn’t make the 
highlights 
programme. 

After a pulsating first 
half, Wales led 14-0 - 
and it could/should have 
been more. 

Scotland had enjoyed 
60 per cent of the 
possession and their 
much-vaunted backs 
had shimmied and 
darted but all to no 
avail. 

In contrast, Wales 
had looked dangerous 
every time they had 
their hands on the ball. 
Gareth Davies’ 
interception try had set 
them on their way and, 
but for a stray pass from 
Alun Wyn Jones, they 
could have scored the 
try of the tournament, 
after Aaron Shingler, 
Cory Hill, Rob Evans 
and AWJ had cut the 
Scottish defence to 
ribbons. 

It mattered not, as 
from the resulting 
scrum, we had a ‘shock 
horror’ moment when 
the referee, Pascal 
Gauzere, applied the 
‘not straight put in’ rule. 
Wales went left through 
the impressive Rhys 
Patchell, and then 
moved it quickly right 
for Leigh Halfpenny to 
go over. 


The full back 
converted both and 
would, indeed, have a 
100 per cent kicking 
rate throughout the 
game. 

So, 14-0 at half time 
was good, but not 
decisive. An early Scots 
try would mean it was 
game on again, and 
Gregor Townsend must 
have emphasised this 
back in the dressing 
room. 

Wales have wobbled 
in the past in positions 
like this, sometimes 
trying too hard for a 
third try, but this time 
they came out and 
squeezed the life out of 
Scotland with an intense 
and error-free 10 
minutes. 

They notched up 
‘just’ two Halfpenny 
penalties, but that made 
it 20-0, and there was 
no way back for the 
Scots. 

On the 60-minute 
mark, Wales varied their 
tactics (as they did well 
throughout the game) 
and made ground with a 
driving maul from a 
lineout. Patchell broke 
to threaten the try line 
and, when the ball was 
recycled, Steff Evans 
gave a superb flip pass 
to Halfpenny who went 
over for his second. 

Another try seemed 
likely for Wales as 
substitute prop Wyn 
Jones crashed over, only 
for the TMO to report 
that there was no 
conclusive shot to 
confirm he had 
grounded the ball. 

Soon after, Alun Wyn 
Jones appeared at 
outside centre and cut 
through for a 40-yard 
gallop. If Gareth 
Anscombe (on as a sub 
for Rhys Patchell) had 
taken his pass with the 
try-line beckoning, then 


that try would have 
raised the roof at the 
Principality Stadium. 

On 72 minutes, more 
slick handling along the 
line gave Steff Evans a 
reward for his excellent 
play all game. His 
ability to take the ball in 
an unpromising position 
and still beat the first 
man and make ground 
was important to the 
Welsh effort. 

Perhaps he was a 
touch lucky that the 
TMO only looked at his 
dive for a one-handed 
touch down in the 
corner. This was fine, 
but had the official 
taken a look at Hadleigh 
Parkes’ pass to Evans, it 
might have been ruled 
out as it looked a touch 
forward. 

Halfpenny's 
conversion made it 34- 
0. The Scots were 
shattered and Gregor 
Townsend was 
described in the press as 
“ashen faced”. I haven’t 
heard that one for a 
while, but it fitted the 
bill. 

Scotland did get a 
consolation try, scored 
by substitute centre 
Peter Horne but it was a 
scruffy effort, in 
keeping with their 
performance over 80 
minutes. 

So, it was a 
comprehensive ‘mind 
game’ victory for 
Warren Gatland, who 
was quite content for 
everyone to talk up 
Scotland after their 
good results in the 
autumn. 

He took the pressure 
off his team, 
emphasising how 
difficult it would be for 
some of his Scarlet 
contingent to take the 
step up from club to 
international rugby. 

He may have

expressed doubts in 
public, but it’s pretty 
obvious (now) that he 
had no doubts at all. 

It wasn’t just the new 
guys who did well. 
There were plenty who 
thought that Leigh 
Halfpenny and Scott 
Williams’ international 
careers had run their 
course, but that’s clearly 
no longer the case. 

Patchell at fly half 
was so composed, 
varying the play 
intelligently and always 
willing to take 
responsibility rather 
than dumping a problem 
on someone else. 

On the wings, Steff 
Evans was a live wire 
and Josh Adams 
impressed. His defence 
was solid and his 
support running showed 
why he has scored so 
many tries for 
Worcester. In this game, 
he didn’t get the ball 
when well positioned, 
but he has all the right 
instincts. 

What was most 
encouraging was that 
Josh Navidi, Cory Hill 
and AWJ have taken so 
quickly to the Scarlets’ 
off-loading game. It was 
almost too good to be 
true - and it will clearly 
be tested next week at 
Twickenham. 

England's 46-15 
scoreline in Rome 
flattered them, and it 
was only a couple of 


tight TMO calls that 
stopped Italy getting 
much closer. 

However, England 
have plenty of weapons. 
The usual suspects will 
be lining up and, then 
there is Sam Simmonds. 
He is short for a number 
8 but there can’t be a 
back row player in the 
world with his 
acceleration from a 
standing start. 

So, as the game gets 
closer, the mind games 
between Warren and 
Eddie Jones will begin. 
That will bring an extra 
anticipation to what 
should be a great 
occasion. 

I think it’s fair to say 
that Wales brought the 
most excitement to this 
opening Six Nations 
weekend. 

England won, but 
with a few huts. 

Ireland won, but only 
by saying: “It’s raining 
so we won't pass the 
ball more than six feet” 
and Erance raised the 
prospect in future weeks 
of players with broken 
legs being taken off for 
a Head Impact 
Assessment (HIA). 

I know, you’ve still 
got to admire Jonny 
Sexton's drop goal. The 
greatest ever? 
Considering all the 
circumstances, that 
seems a fair assessment 
to me.
